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Regarding item 1 1 , the supporting text from specification that the applicant pointed out regarding claims 1 1 , and 1 2 has been accepted. 
Therefore, the rejection 35 USC 112 first paragraph has been withdrawn for these two claims. However, the art rejection stands. 
Regarding applicant argument that Wood fails to disclose or suggest selecting a subset from a set of air interfaces, and then selecting an 
air interface from the subset; providing the selected subset to a node of a RAN and the node of the RAN selects one air interface from the 
subset. The examiner respecfully disagrees. Wood teaches the radio network controller receives a list (set) of air interface capabilities 
(col. 3, line 34 to 43), the network controller then provides a list of compatible interfaces (subset; subset is determined to be one or more) 
to base 44 (node of a RAN). Base 44 then will assign the call (service) to one of the air interfaces (col. 3, line 44 to 50) (since the subset 
to be one or more; in the case of subset contains only.one interface, the selected interface for the call will be the same as the only 
interface contained in the subset that the controller provided to base 44). Therefore, the finality of the last office action stands. 
Claims 1-15 stand rejected.
